since the news arrived that Benghazi, 
which marked the furthest limit of British 


| progress to the west, had. been recaptured . 


by “Axis” forces.’ Nobody—nobody, that 
is to say, in this part of the world—was 


via Italy in sufficiently substantial 
strength to stiffen the broken Italian 
resistance, and it looked as if the 
British had nothing to fear. There was 
no doubt concerning the decisiveness of 
the Italians’ defeat. During the swift 
weeks of General Wavell’s advance they 
had lost tens of thousands of prisoners 
and an impressive quantity of war 
material; the general wonder, indeed, was 
not that the British and Imperial forces 
had dared to advance so far as Benghazi, 
fone of the nerve-centres of Libya, but 
that, in view of their extraordinary 
success, they had not gone even further. 
Apparently General Wavell had calculated 
the risk. He must have known that a 
danger existed—a danger that German 
fighting men could be landed in Africa 
to furnish an element which the Italians, 
by all evidence, lacked—and he stretched 
his communications no further than a 
point at which he could be reasonably 
sure of them. Even this degree of caution 
appears to have been misjudged. The 
British authorities have admitted that the 
Germans -stole a march upon them, and 
landed more troops in North Africa more 
rapidly than was expected. The force 
that burst upon the British outpost at 
Benghazi must have been far stronger: 
than the couple of companies which, by 
all the rules, ought to have been the 
inaximum: strength that could have been 
ferried over.the narrow seas from Sicily. 
Events show that it is a first-class striking 
army, from which it has been no discredit 
to retreat. It has proved itself powerful 


‘enough, at all events, not’ merely to fight 


its way across approximately five hundred 
miles of desert in less than ten days, 
making itself master of several garrisoned 
towns en route, but to make prisoner of 
several British generals and a couple of 
thousand troops. i 

The Germans now have over-run all the 
territory that General Wavell occupied 
during his sudden and splendid offensive 
of three months ago, and have brought 
themselves to the very borders of Egypt. 
It appears that they have ‘‘ by-passed - 
‘Tobruk, and the latest reports, as we 


place in the’ vicinity of Sollum, on the 
boundary between Egypt and Libya. As 
yet there *is no indication of the spot 
where General Wavell proposes to make a 
stand for the defence of Egypt, or even 
whether he is in any position to call a 
halt to the German advance at present. 
Theoretically, at least, the Germans are 


to.| by. no means so well situated as he was. 


When the British struck westward into. 
Libya, their advancing columns not merely 
were based upon a powerful garrison in 
Egypt, but could rely upon the co-opera- 
tion of the magnificent Mediterranean 
Fleet—which did gallant and enormously 
valuable work at Tobruk and elsewhere. 
The Germans do not possess either advan- 
tage. We may be certain that by this 
time the Royal Navy has learned a lesson, 
and that the straits between Sicily and 
North Africa are being patrolled with 
such efficiency as will make any further 
massed transport of troops extremely 
difficult,. if not impossible, while the 
Italian Navy, crippled by its encounters 
with the Royal Air Force at Taranto 
and the British Navy off Cape Matapan, 
will: be in no condition to lend effective 
aid to the German mechanised columns. 
On the other hand, the Germans appear 
once again to have planned their strategy. 
on the large scale. By judicious waging. 
of the “war of nerves’’—which now has 
transmogrified itself'into a real war—they 
have managed to distribute the British 
Near Eastern’ forces between North Africa 
and Greece, and to strike at both portions 
‘simultaneously. The occasion will call for 
quick thinking and quick action on 
General: Wavell’s part; but the odds are 
by no means entirely against him. In one 
respect he is far better off than he has 
been hitherto—he no longer need maintain 
a considerable force of military, with 
naval and air units, to keep an eye upon 
the potentially troublesome Italian empire 
in Fast Africa. The Italian hold upon 
Somaliland, Eritrea and Abyssinia has 
been smashed with very fair thoroughness, 
and there is no reason to suppose that the 
remnants of the Italian forces there, 
deprived'of any possibility of help from 
the motherland, will be able to cause any 
further trouble. Furthermore, President 
Roosevelt's decision to allow American 
merchant vessels to carry munitions of 
war to the Suez Canal will make a very 
substantial difference to the British 
prospects of successful resistance in 
Egypt. Unless the Germans are supermen, 
they must look forward to severe fighting 
before they are within sight of Alexandria 
—if they ever get so far.

There is reason to believe, as Mr. Murphy 
shows, that the chief heroic story of 
Gaelic literature, the Táin, or Cattle-Raid 
of Cuailgne, was shaped by a student of 
the Aeneid, through whom the epic genius 
of the Roman poet gave artistic form to the 
the rugged legends of Cúchulainn. Classical 
learning declined in those centuries, the 
ninth to the twelfth, when the Norse wars 
overshadowed the arts of peace; but the 
end of that period, as it saw a vigorous 
effort to reintegrate the Gaelic heritage, so 
it saw also a fresh interest in the classical 
tradition. Then it was that De Excidio 
Troiae was done into Irish, as one of the 
many translations which enriched the 


it is characteristic that the Gaelic adaptor 
took liberty to impose upon his text. 
Achilles is described as slaying Hector by 
treachery. The Greeks conceal their 
leader in a heap of garments and pretend 
to fly ; and, as the pursuing Trojans pass, 
Achilles starts up from this strange 
ambush and strikes Hector in the back. 
Here was the story-making instinct of the 
Gael stimulated by a Latin theme. 
Instances might be multiplied, and always. 
it would be found that isolation produced 
sterility, but the combination of native 
with Latin elements fertilised the mind of 
the nation and the music of its poets.

Feeding the People. 


The London County Council is making 
good progress with its plans for feeding 
the people, and a quarter of a million hot 
meals will be provided at any one time 
should the emergency arise. One hundred 
thousand meals are now being served each 
day at the one hundred and fifty centres 
already open, and by the end of April 
‘there will be two hundred ‘of these places. 
Each can, if required, serve more than one 
thousand meals, All are in relatively safe 
positions, though they have to be in some 
cases in vulnerable spots. The British 
Government is allowing fifty thousand 
pounds during the coming year to main- 
tain this service, and, where the individual 
centre shows a surplus over working ex- 
penses, the money goes back to the centre 
in the form of new and improved equip- 
ment and greater facilities for more 
people. : 


City’s A.R.P. Services 


Additional training is to be given To a 
number of men in the Air Raid Pre- 
caution Services in London in order that 
they may be inter-changeable with those 
in other’ sections. ose mainly affected 
are the members of stretcher parties, who 
on many occasions have undertaken other 
duties, but have been handicapped by lack 
of training.

Evening Classes to Continue 


The Board of Education is to encourage 
the continuation of evening classes in 
Britain throughout the summer. Normally 
these classes come to an end at this time 
of the year, and are resumed in Se ber, 
but during the past winter the early 
black-out interfered with the attendance 
at the schools, and it is considered that 
the light evenings will give many people 
an opportanity to attend the classes, which 
they will welcome. Inquiries made in the 
London district show that this will -be the 
case, and already many scholars have 
registered for the classes which are to be 
held in the summer evenings. 


Live Stock Thefts 


A number of farmers in Britain have 
been suffering from wholesale theft of 
their livestock, and it is suggested that 
this is due to organised gangs, who take 
advantage of the dark niente. These gangs 
work from nearby towns, and use motor 
transport freely or cars being run on 
petrol obtained by illicit methods. The 
trouble is one that it is difficult to deal 
with, since farmers are unable to keep a 
watch over all their herds and flocks. -A 
similar trouble was experienced during the. 
last war, and the police had to make 
tremendous efforts to stamp it out. The 
revival will probably lead to greater police 
activity, since the situation is serious in 
some districts. 


Unsubstantial Shelters 


Every surface shelter in London is being 
examined, and some thousands are being 
| condemned as unsuitable, lime mortar 
having been used owing to the shortage of 
cement at the time they were constructed. 
Since ‘then the output of cement has been 
increased, and there is now enongh to 
enable the shelters to be built in a more 
substantial manner. Some of thé shelters 
have been wrecked by the blast of bombs 
.Which have fallen quite a long distance 
away, and the sight of so many damaged 
shelters has made them unpopular, so that 
the number of people using them has 
shown a continuous decline. The 
| knowledge. that the reconstructed shelters 
are to be built on more substantial lines 
will do much to restore confidence in the 


degree of protection afforded. 
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An “Trish Times” Fuel Find 


Mr. Morgan Good, who was chairman 
of the Irish Motorists’ Union when that 
organisation co-operated with this news- 
paper in efíorts to keep Dublin's home 
fires burning during a coal strike some 
years ago, tells me that “ Artifex,” in 
i last Wednesday’s issue, seriously under- 
stated the amount which Irish Times 
readers then subsctibed, and the quantity 
of wood blocks and turf sods which the 
union transported and distributed. 

Not £2,000; as stated by “ Artifex,’’ but 
more than £4,000, was collected, and not 
less than 3,000 tons of fuel distributed. 

On the question of immediate importance 
Mr. Good is, however, in full agreement 
with “ Artifex.” By themselves turf sods 
are of little use in our city and suburban 
firegrates; but with the help of wooden 
blocks they are quite a respectable sub- 
stitute for coal. 

Mr. Good , thinks, and I agree, that 
somebody, = League of Goodwill or 
Muintir na Tire—or both—should get busy 
on the job ás soon as possible, so that 
“ green ’’ timber may have the chance to 
dry before the cold weather comes back.

Let 
us pray for a peace for all—not a peace 
of oppression and destruction of 
nations, but for a peace which, guaran- 
teeing the honour of all the nations, 
may satisfy their vital necessities and 
the legitimate rights of all. To our 
prayers to God we have already added 
our labours.”’ 

Everything that could be done or 
attempted to avoid and shorten the. war, 
and. te relieve sufferings caused by it, 
had been undertaken with a “ vigilant 
sense of impartiality ” by the Vatican. 

“Our invocation must now be much 
more vivid, much higher, and more 
fervid, so that a new spirit is imbued 
into and grows in all nations—a spirit 
of ‘readiness and uprightness, willing 
to labour with mutual sacrifices under 
ruing which have accumulated along 
the road, for a new fraternal solidarit 
among the nations of the earth, wit 
firm and stable guarantees, with a 
high moral. conscieusness, with equal 
rights among large and small, among 
the strong and the weak. 

“Truth, like man, has but a single 
face, and truth is our weapon, just as 
prayer is ‘our defence. These are not 
offensive and bloody weapons, but arms 
of the spirit—arms of our mind and 
our heart. Nothing can impede or re- 
strain us from using them to secure 
and safeguard just rights for human 
brotherhood and a genuine peace. 
Nothing can impede or restrain ns 
from doing all in our power, in order 
that in the tempest of surging waves 
of enmity among the peoples of the 
earth the Divine arts of the Church of 
Christ may be held firmly by hope and 
the golden wreath of peace.

WAR’S VICTIMS 


“ May the blessing, the comforts, of 
heaven descend upon all the victims of 
this war, and upon you who are 
prisoners, and upon your families, from 
whom you are separated, and who are 
anxious about you—and upon you, 
refugees and dispossessed, who tm 
lost your homes and land. We share 
with you your anguish and suffering.

“To-day, 'in a warring world, the 
freedom ‘of nations is everywhere in 
peril,’’ he said. “ I have many times 
warned. you of the dangers . which 


quarrel with any. As a State we have 
proclaimed our neutrality and as a people 
we have made our will so manifest that 
no one could mistake it. Still, every 
day while this war continues our 
dangers will increase. 


SUFFERING AND DEATH 

“Even to maintain our neutrality 
will mean for us much hardship and 
privation. Should we be called upon 
to defend it, it will mean suffering and 
death for many. 
ourselves to these thoughts and’ learn 
now ‘to look in the face all that may 
befall. The privations that lie ahead 
we can avoid only by careful prepara- 
tion and earnest purposeful work now. 

“Death and suffering we shall not be 
able to avoid if we are attacked, but 
we can make certain that they will not 
be in vain by completing and _ perfect- 
ing the organisation and training of 
our manhood and womanhood in the 
several national services, such as were 
so splendidly represented in the parade 
to-day. We must compléte without 
delay the scheme for the evacuation of 
women and children from our cities and 
large centres of population. 


STRICT DISCIPLINE 

*“‘ Above all. we must impose upon 
ourselves.a strict discipline and act as 
a united people. Thanks to the men 
whose memory we have been honouring 
to-day, we, the first generation in 
centuries, have a freedom which is 
worth defending. We hold it in trust 
for our. children. and our children’s 
children, and we should shirk no 
sacrifice which may be demanded of us 
in its defence. If we have to take up 
arms we shail know that we are tight- 
ing for all that is dear to us, and. we 
shall know that our cause ig just. We 
can expect that we shall acquit our- 
selves valiantly and nobly as befits our 
nation, and we can hope that Ged will 
reward our efforts as he has done those 
of the men of Easter Week.” 


MEN OF 1916 

Earlier in his address Mr. de Valera 
had spoken of the Rising of 1916 and 
the heroisn which was required to 
face the effort at that time. Through 
the example of Clarke, Pearse and 
Connolly, ‘and their ‘comrades. the 
ordinary men and women of Ireland 
took up the struggle and pushed on 
the fight for independence with a reso- 
lution and fortitude which should re- 
main an inspiration and a source of 
pride.

MR. CHURCHILL TO THE 
YUGOSLAVS

A message from Mr. Churchill to 
the people of Yugoslavia was broad- 
cast in Servo-Croat last night. 


After recalling the bombing of Bel- 
grade, the Premier's message went on; 


“Our cities in England, too, 
have been bombed by the 
same insensate foe. Our 
women and children have been 
murdered. Our sympathy for 
you, therefore, is heartfelt, 
for we are sharing the same 
sufferings. But as we have 
faith in our victory, so we 
have faith in yours, 


.** Do not regret the staunch 
courage which has brought on 
you this furious onslaught. 
Your courage will shine out 
in the pages of history and 
will, too, reap a more im- 
mediate reward, Whatever 
you may lose in the present 
you have saved the future.”’ 


The Premier's message con- 
cluded :—*'One of the finest 
incidents in the history of 
Crotia is the one when, in the 
16th century, long before 
the French Revolution, the 
peasants rose to defend the 
rights of man and fought for 


those principles which cen- 
turies later gave the world 
democracy. 


“ Yugoslavs! you are fight- 
ing for those principles to- 
day. .The British Empire is 
fighting with you, and behind 
us is the great. democracy of 
the U.S.A., with its vast and 
ever-increasing resources.

THE ATTITUDE OF 
LABOUR 


That what was wanted was that 
the whole resources of the country be 
put. at the disposal of the people and 
not used for the enrichment of a small 
privileged class, was the view ex- 
fessed on Saturday night by Mr. J. 
reen, Chairman, Dublin North-West 
branch of the Labour Party. 

The Labour movement was a bit 
suspicious of the intentions of those 
who now professed aysapatiy. for the 
hungry, -he . said, when referring to 
the proposals of the Guild of Goodwill. 
They were not deceived’ by the sup- 
port accorded to the scheme by le 
who had been silent in the past. As 
its plans developed and ‘companies 
were being formed: to provide cheap 
méals and fuel and appeals were made 
for support they saw it was a “‘clari- 
fied charity scheme.” To meet the 
crisis it was not sufficient to dole out 
food and. fuel on a grand scale, In
